The  charge  is  based  upon  the 
amount  necessary  to  make  the  camp  self- 
sustaining.  The  camp  is  not  for  profit  and  is 
therefore  run  on  the  simplest  possible  plan 
which  will  insure  wholesome  food  and  water, 
comfortable  quarters,  and  real  outdoor  recrea¬ 
tion.

DESCRIPTION  OF  CAMP 


The  camp  is  on  land  that  belongs 
to  you,  the  Shenandoah  National  Forest, 
administered  by  the  Forest  Service,  U.  S. 
Department  of  Agriculture.  The  Forest 
was  created  for  watershed  protection 
and  is  one  of  the  people’s  playgrounds. 
The  camp  is  run  by  a  community  com¬ 
mittee  under  a  special  use  permit  from 
the  U.  S.  Forest  Service,  for  the  benefit 
of  residents  of  the  District  of  Columbia. 

The  tract  contains  about  1,407  acres 
situated  in  Augusta  County,  Virginia, 
on  the  headwaters  of  the  south  fork  of 
the  Shenandoah  River.  From  the  foot 
of  Lookout  Mountain  numerous  spur 
ridges  extend  out  and  cross  the  tract. 
Cool  mountain  streams  flow  between 
these  ridges.  The  difference  in  elevation 
between  the  lower  levels  and  the  ridge 
tops  is  only  about  300  feet.  The  tim¬ 
ber-covered  slopes,  which  are  moderate 
to  gentle,  are  inviting  to  those  who 
enjoy  tramping;  and  from  the  tops  of 
the  nearby  mountains  which  are  within 
walking  distance,  wonderful  views  of  the 
surrounding  country  may  be  obtained.
